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TROOP CARRIER COMMAND 


HE first mission of the Troop Car- 
rier Command is the delivery of para 


troops and of gliders carrying troops and | 


equipment into combat. The command 
also must resupply such troops, once 
landed, through dropping by parachute or 
landing by glider the follow-up supplies 
and equipment needed by them after en- 
tering actual combat. 

Its second mission is the evacuation of 
wounded and the delivery of essential 
supplies to any other unit of the Army 
and the delivery of reinforcements into 
combat as they are required. 

Inasmuch as the command is flexible 
enough to be called on to take part in an 
operation on extremely short notice and 
not consider it an emergency, training is 
of the most exacting sort and closely 
allied to that of the Airborne Command. 
In fact the two must train together to at 
tain the desired degree of coordination. 

To be able to cope with the diverse 
situations always to be expected during 
an operation of this type, crew training is 
extremely complicated. As most of these 
missions must necessarily be accom- 
plished at night pilots of the command 
must be expert night and instrument 


fliers. They must be expert bombardiers | 


without the aid of a bombsight. Low level 
flights are the rule. The paratroops must 
often be dropped in a very small area in 
order that they may assemble equipment 
and go into action with precision. Land- 
ing zones, drop zones and glider landing 
zones must be selected and their locations 
memorized. 

Gliders are used for the delivery of 
heavy equipment which cannot be 
dropped—jeeps, guns, ammunition and 
Supplies necessary for the operation and 
the personnel which mans the equipment. 
This personnel includes Medical, Ord 
hance, Engineers and others. The gliders 


used are the type known as the CG4A, | 


which can, and do, carry and land any 
piece of equipment which may be dis 
assembled into units of 300 pounds. 


Glider crews are part of the Air Force | 


but are trained to fight with the equip 
ment being transported and in coopera- 
tion with the personnel carried, accom- 


panying the units into action from the 


time landed until relieved. 

In actual combat some gliders are 
usually lost or damaged in landing, due 
to the fact that the pilot, often under 
cover of darkness, comes into a landing 
zone with which he can be familiar only 
through the study of photographs and 
maps. The construction and design of the 
gliders, however, afford the utmost pro- 
tection possible to the personnel. The sal- 
vage of as many gliders as possible after 
4n operation is always planned. A tackle 
has heen devised through the use of which 
a fully loaded glider may be picked up 
by a plane in flight. This method has not 
been used in actual combat however. 
ote function of the Troop Carrier 

ommand in relation to the Airborne 
Command is this:

Marine Corps Classification 

New instructions governing reclassifica- 
tion boards for Marine officers whose per- 
formance of duty has been unsatisfactory 
have been issued by Marine Corps head- 
quarters. 

Two boards have been set up to handle 
cases of officers referred to them. One 
is at the Training Center, Camp Elliott, 
Calif., the other at the Training Center, 
Camp Lejeune, N. ©. Each board con 
sists of a president, two deputy presi- 
dents (one for aviation personnel and one 
for other than. aviation personnel), a re- 
corder, and associate members, including 
personnel consultant, testing officers and 
technical officers in the various special- 
ties, as required. 

Headquarters points out that in the last 
six months numerous letters recommend- 
ing separation of officers for incompetence 
have been received from the field. Point- 
ing out that all separations require time 
and the approval of the Secretary of the 
Navy, headquarters states, “It is highly 
desirable to transfer (the officer) as soon 
as practicable after his commanding offi- 
cer reports him incompetent to perform 
his assigned duties.” 

Summary dismissal of officers “with- 
out first making every effort to place 
them in assignments in which they can 
render useful service” is uneconomical 
and commanding officers accordingly

House Group May End 
Retirement at Age 60 


Opposition of the House Military Com- 
mittee to the bill (S. 1410) which would 
amend the promotion on service-in-grade 
act of 13 June 1940 intensified this week. 

Probabilities are that the committee 
will amend the bill which came from the 
Senate by: 

First, writing in restrictions against re- 
tirement of promotion list officers at age 
60 in time of war. 

Second, limiting the provisions of the 
bill which permit promotion to brigadier 
general of lieutenant colonels and colonels 
with less than 28 years’ regular commis- 
sioned service. 

S. 1410 was introduced after President 
Roosevelt submitted nominations of five 
officers for promotion to maior general 
and nine officers for promotion to briga- 
dier general. Five of the latter do not 
have the 28 years’ service required by the 
18 June 1940 act. 

The Senate passed the bill promptly 
and without debate, but members of the 
House, outraged at relief from active duty 
of about 900 officers over age 60 for the 
confessed objective of speeding temporary 
promotions in the Army, are seeking 
amendment of those provisions of the 18 
June 1940 act which require retirement 
of promotion list officers of.grade of col- 
onel and below at age 60, and retirement 
of brigadier generals at age 62. 

There are also objections to permanent 
general officer promotions in time of war 
and to reducing the requirement of 28 
years’ service for such promotions. As a 
compromise, it is understood that the bill 
may be modified to permit only a definite 
percentage of brigadier general vacancies 
to be filled by officers with less than 28 
years’ service. Reports are that only 25 
per cent of the 50 brigadier generals will 
be permitted to have less than 28 years’ 
service when appointed. 





Increase Subsistence Allowance 


Effective 1 Nov. the general daily sub- 
sistence allowance for enlisted men of the 
armed forces on duty where rations and 
quarters are not furnished in kind and no 
government messing facilities are avail- 
able will be increased from $1.50 to $1.80 
a day. ; 

The increase also apnvlies in the Canal 
Zone, but not in any other overseas sta- 
tions. Rates for such stations remain at 
the present levels. 

The increase is provided in executive 
order No. 9386, issued 15 Oct. to super- 
sede the order of 27 July 1942. 

The order also makes some changes in 
the method of payment of allowance dur- 
ing travel. 





Performance Reports 


Commanders of Naval task forces or 
units afloat are now directed to submit 
special letter reports on the performance 
of captains and commanders in command 
of ships or units which are temporarily 
attached to the task force or units.

Employment of Air Power 


An official statement of the War Denart- 
ment’s doctrine of the command and em- 
ployment of air power was released this 
week. 

The doctrine holds that “concentrated 
use of the air striking force is a battle 
winning factor of the first importance” 
and that “control of available air power 
must be centralized and command must be 
exercised through the Air Force com- 
mander if this inherent flexibility and 
ability to deliver a decisive blow are to be 
fully exploited.” 

“Therefore,” the Department declared, 
“the command of air and ground forces in 
a theater of operations will be vested in 
the superior commander charged with the 
actual conduct of operations in the thea- 
ter, who will exercise command of air 
forces through the Air Force commander 
and command of ground forces through 
the ground force commander.” 

Senator McCarren, of Nevada, advocate 
of a separate air force, left for his home 
shortly after the order was published, but 
before leaving he characterized the doc- 
trine as a “development of major signifi- 
cance in our national policy.” The Sena- 
tor said, however, that it still falls far 
short of the final goal of a separate air 
department. 

It will be recalled that President Roose- 
velt, in a letter to Senator McCarran pub- 
lished in the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL of 
2 Oct., expressed his opposition to any 
change in the “over-all organization” of 
the military and naval forces. Neverthe- 
less, the legislators continue to display 
considerable interest in the organization 
and use of air power. 

Chairman Reynolds of the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee, has appoint- 
ed the sub-committee that in conjunction 
with a like committee of the Senate Na- 
val Committee will held joint hearings 
with respect to the use and effect of Al- 
lied air power against Germany and 
Japan. The appointment was in response 
to S. Res. 182 recently submitted in the 
Senate by Senator Downey, Calif. 

This committee, which met in executive 
session Friday of this week, consists of 
Senators Downey, Calif.; Hill, Ala.; 
Chandler, Ky.; O’Mahoney, Wyo.; Gur- 
ney, S. Dak.; Revercomb, W. Va., and 
Wilson, Iowa. 

The doctrine appears in Field Manual 
100-20, a field service regulation which 
was approved by the Chief of Staff on 21 
July, 1943, but which just came out for 
distribution in printed form this week. 

The new manual supersedes FM 1-5, a 
restricted publication which treated large- 
ly of tactics and contained no statement 
as to a doctrine of command and employ- 
ment. 

The new section reads as follows: 

Doctrine of Command and Employment 

1. Relationship of Forces.—Land power and 
air power are co-equal and interdependent 
forces; neither is an auxiliary of the other. 

2. Doctrine of Employment.—The gaining 
of air superiority is the first requirement for 
the success of any major land operation. Air 
forces may be properly and profitably em- 
ployed against enemy sea power, land power, 
fom air power. However, fand forces operat- 
ing without air superiority must take such ex- 
tensive-security measures against hostile air 
attack that their mobility and ability to de- 
feat the enemy land forces are greatly re- 
duced. . Therefore, air forces must be em- 
ployed primarily against the enemy’s air 
forces until air superiority is obtained. In

To qualify for the new ratings, assist- 
ants must have a high school education 
or its equivalent, complete a course at 
the Navy Chaplain’s School, and be able 
to fulfill certain musical and cleri¢al re- 
quirements, depending on rating. 

In addition, a CSp (W) must have had 
18 months’ previous experience as a 
Chaplain’s assistant; a Sple (W), 12 
months, and a Sp2c (W), six months. 

Mayflower CG Cutter

Command of Air Power.—The inherent 
ag wae of air power, is its greatest asset. 
This flexibility makes it possible to employ the 
whole weight of the available air power 
against selected areas in turn; such concen- 
trated use of the air ey force is a bat- 
tle winning factor of the first importance. Con- 
trol of available air power must be centralized 
and command must be exercised through the 
air foree commander if this inherent flexibil- 
ity and ability to deliver a decisive blow are 
to be fully exploited. Therefore, the command 
of air and ground forces in a theater of op- 
erations will be vested in the superior com- 
mander charged with the actual conduct of op- 
erations in the theater, who will exercise com- 
mand of air forces through the air force com- 
mander and command of ground forces 
through the ground force commander. The 
superior commander will not attach army air 
forces to units of the ground forces under his 
command except when such ground force 
units are operating independently or are iso- 
lated by distance or lack of communication. 

b. Aviation directly under command and 
control of other commanders. (The Command- 
ing General, Army Air Forces, has such tech- 
nical command of this aviation as is necessary 
for the control and supervision of training and 
the supply and maintenance of equipment pe- 
culiar to the Army Air Forces.) This cate- 
gory consists of air forces assigned to theater 
or task force commanders. 

Organization 

In a Theater of Operations.—In a theater of 
operations, there will normally be one air 
force. This air force will be organized in ac- 
cordance with the task it is required to per- 
form in any particular theater and, therefore, 
no set organization of an air force can be pre- 
scribed. However, the normal composition of 
an air force ineludes a strategic air force, a 
tactical air force, an air defense command, 
and an air service command. An air force 
may also include troop carrier and photo- 
graphic aviation. 

Air Operations 

Basic Tasks.—The combat operations . in 
which air force units are engaged are directed 
toward the accomplishment of the following 
basic tasks: ; 

a. Destroy hostile air forces. This will be 
accomplished by attacks against aircraft in 
the air and on the ground, and against those 
enemy installations which he requires for the 
application of air power. 

b. Deny the establishment and destroy exist- 
ing hostile bases from which an enemy can 
conduct operations on land, sea, or in the air. 

c. Operate against hostile land or sea forces, 
the location and strength of which are such as 
to threaten the vital interests of the United 
States or its Allies. 

d. Wage offensive air warfare against the 
sources of strength, military and economic, of 
the enemies of the United States and its Al- 





tea, in the furtherance of approved war poli- 
cies. 

e. Operate as a part of the task forces in the 
conduct of military operations. 

f. Operate in conjunction with or in lieu of 
naval forces. 

Basic Doctrine of Employment.—a. A knowl- 
edge of the powers and limitations of military 
aviation is a prerequisite to sound employ- 
ment. Air operations almost invariably pre- 
cede the contact of surface forces. The or- 
derly mobilization and strategic concentration 
of the field forces and their ability to advance 
from their concentration areas in accordance 
with the strategical plan of operations depend 
in large measure on the success of these early 
air operations. 

Air operations in joint Army and Navy 
operations are undertaken in furtherance of 
the strategical and tactical plan. They include 
the air operations for which the Army is re- 
sponsible under special regulations governing 
joint action of the Army and the Navy. The 
success of such air operations can be assured 
only by adequate joint training and careful 
joint planning. 

c. Complete control of the air can be gained 
and maintained only by total destruction of 
the enemy’s aviation. Since this is seldom 
practicable, counter air force operations in the 
theater must be carried on continuously and 
intensively to gain and maintain air suprem- 
acy and to provide security from hostile air 
operations. 

d. The impracticability of gaining complete 
control of the air necessitates the constant 
maintenance of air defenses to limit the ef- 
fectiveness of enemy air operations. 

e. In order to obtain flexibility, the opera- 
tions of the constituent units of a large air 
force must be closely coordinated. Flexibility 
enables air power to be switched quickly from 
one objective to another in the theater of 
operations, Control of available air power in 
the theater must be centralized and command 
must be exercised through air force com- 
mander. 

f. Experience in combat theaters has proved 
the requirement for centralized control, by the 
air commander, of reconnaissance aviation as 
well as other types of aviation. Reconnaissance 
missions must be closely coordinated with 
our own fighter activities and are directly in- 
fluenced by hostile fighter action. The attach- 
ment of a reconnaissance unit to the corps or 
smaller ground unit would deprive that recon- 
naissance unit of essential operating infor- 
mation and fighter protection which are read- 
ily available to the air commander only. The 
information of hostile air activities gained by 
the aircraft warning service will be furnished 
by the air commander to missions prior to 
take-off: and when urgent, to the reconnais- 
sance unit in the air. This centralized con- 
trol improves operating efficiency of reconnais- 
sance aviation and limits reconnaissance loss- 
es. The Army Air Forces is responsible for 
providing the reconnaissance and photograph- 
ic missions -essential to the success of the 
ground forces in each theater of operations. 





The absence of reconnaissance units specially 
trained and equipped for the performance of 
such missions does not alter this responsi- 
bility. 

g. When task forces are formed because of 
isolation by distance or lack of communi- 
cation, the doctrine of command still applies. 
The task force commander will command his 
ground forces through a ground force com- 
mander and his air force through an air com- 
mander, 

Strategic Air Force 

General.—Strategic air force operations are 
undertaken in furtherance of the strategic 
plans prepared by the War Department Gen- 
eral Staff. The selectiun of strategic objectives 
is a responsibility of the theater commander, 
Ordinarily, the theater commander will con- 
trol these air operations by the assignment of 
a broad general mission to the air force com- 
mander. The air force commander executes 
the assignment by means of a directive to the 
strategic air force commander and general su- 
pervision of his forces. 

_Missions.—Generally, the aim of the strate- 
gic air force is the defeat of the enemy nation. 
Missions are selected which muke a maximum 
contribution to this aim, Objectives may be 
found in the vital centers in the enemy's lines 
of communication and important establish- 
ments in the economic system of the hostile 
country. Objectives are selected in accord- 
ance with the ultimate purpose of the strategic 
plan. Counter air force operations necessary 
to neutralize or limit the power of the enemy's 
air forces are of continuing importance. Al- 
though normally employed against objectives 
listed above, when the action is vital and de- 
cisive, the strategic air force may be joined 
with the tactical air force and assigned tac- 
tical air force objectives. 

Tactical Air Force 

General.—a_ In a theater of operations 
where ground forces are operating, normally 
there will be a tactical air force. Modern bat- 
tle strategy and tactics derive success to the 
degree that air power, sustained and in mass, 
is employed properly by the theater or task 
force commander. 

b. The decision to launch a combined opera 
tion and to wage subsequent offensives is 
strongly influenced by the quantity and qual- 
ity of air strength available. 

c. Forces must be developed and commit- 
ted to battle with overwhelming air compo- 
aeane opposing estimated enemy air capabili- 
ties. 

d. Tactical air force operations and ground 
force operations in the theater or task force 
will be coordinated by means of timely plan- 
ning conferences of pertinent commanders 
and staffs. Air and ground liaison officers and 
through the exchange of liaison officers will 
be officers who are well versed in air and 
ground tactics. 

e. In modern battle operations, the fight- 
ing of land elements and the general air ef- 
fort in the theater must be closely coordinated. 
The air battle should be won first whenever 
other considerations uprmit (par. 2). 

Missions.—a. The mission of the tactical air 
force consists of three phases of operations in 
the following order of priority: 

(1) First priority.—To gain the necessary 
degree of air superiority. This will be accom- 
plished by attacks against aircraft in_ the 
air and on the ground, and against those 
enemy installations which he requires for the 
application of air power. 

(2) Second priority.—To prevent the move 
ment of hostile troops and supplies into the 
theater of operations or within the theater. 

(3) Third priority.—To participate in 4 
combined effort of the air and ground forces, 
in the battle area, to gain objectives on the 
immediate front of the ground forces.

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Analyze US Aircraft 


The Office of War Information released 
this week a comprehensive study of the 
eombat performance of United States 
military and naval aircraft, based on new 
data obtained from the War and Navy 
Departments and airplane manufactur- 


rs. 
P In spite of past mistakes made in our 
aircraft production program, the OWI 
said, the evidence is conclusive that 
American planes today are superior to 
enemy planes in battle. 

There is no getting away from the fact, 
the study points out, that the box-scores, 
plus the other, less calculable accom- 
plishments in destruction, prove that the 
yast air force which America has built 
up is suited to the global nature of the 
war, that it is powerful, balanced, adapt- 
ed to the variety of strategic and tactical 
tasks imposed upon it. 

In the report the various categories of 
planes are analyzed as follows: 


U. 8. Planes vs. Enemy Planes 

Since our Navy planes have been engaged 
chiefly with the Japanese, they are compared 
in the following ouly with Jap planes. Our 
Army planes are compared both with the Ger- 
mang and the Japs. The names Zeke, Hap, 
Nelly, Sally, etc. given to Jap planes are their 
popular names given to them by American 
fliers. 

Army Bombers 

(a) In the heavy bomber class, our Boeing 
B-17 Flying Fortress and Consolidated 1-24 
Liberator are superior to Germany's Focke- 
Wulf 200 K Kurier and Heinkel 177. The Jap- 
anese do not have any land-based 4-engine 
heavy bombers. 

(b) In the medium bomber class, our North 
American B-25 Mitchell and Martin B-26 
Marauder continue to be the world’s best me- 
dium bombers. Their closest competitors are 
Germany’s Dornier 217 E and Japan's Naka- 
jima 97 (Kate) and Mitsubishi 01 (Betty). 

(c) In the light bomber class, the Douglas 
A-20 Havoc is in a class by itself. The Ger- 
mans have nothing to compare with it; the 
Japs’ Mitsubishi 99 (Lily) is not as fast, rug- 
ged or heavily armed as the Havoc. 

Army Fighters 

After a somewhat unpromising start, Army 
fighters are now among the world’s best. The 
Lockheed P-38 Lightning has met and defeat- 
ed the latest versions of Germany's two best 
fighters, the Focke-Wulf 190 and the Me-109, 
as well as the Jap Zero (Mitsubishi 00) and 
the so-called “super Zeros,” the Mitsubishi 
types 0OMK2, type 01, and the very latest 
type 03. 

The new Merlin-powered North American 
P-51 Mustang is expected to he the equal of 
the Lightning, while the Republic P-47 Thun- 
derbolt has proved itself superior to the best 
German fighters, especially at high altitude. 

Navy Fighters 

The Navy’s Corsair and its brand new Hell- 
eat are far superior to anything the Japs have 
to offer so far. They are both in the 400 
m.p.h. class and have high performance. The 
latest and hest of the Jan fighters is a Mit- 
subishi 03 (Tony), which is the latest version 
of the Jan Zero. Unlike the original Zero 
(Mitsnhbishi 00) and its later version, the Hap 
(Mitsubish! 00 MK-2). the Tony has some 
armor protection for the pilot and more fire 
power. Bunt it is definitely inferior to the 
Corsair and the Hellcat both in safety and 
performance characteristics. None of the Jap 
fighters are in the 400 m.p.b. class.

Production Mistakes 

In addition to other factors which keep our 
ever-increasing production from growing at 
the desired rate, there have been mistakes in 
production. 

In some cases, models of planes had been 
allowed to poagee too far in the production 
process before it was discovered that they did 
not fill combat requirements. Defective parts 
of many types have been delivered. 

Mistakes like these, serious as they are—and 
they have in some cases been very serlous— 
can be said to be inevitable in a program 
which has expanded so fast and to such di- 
mensions as the present program of aircraft 
production. This is not to say that such mis- 
takes are excusable, or to be condoned; but in 
a program of such vast size and such speed 
mistakes inevitably occur. Two years ago 
America was producing about 1,000 planes a 
month—most of them small. To concetve of 
the coordination necessary to enlarge an In- 
dustry from a capacity of 12.000 planes a year 
to one of 125.000 or even 90.000—within a space 
of two years—requires considerable Imagina- 
tion. 

Large numbers of additional inexperienced 
personnel have been employed. Adequate 
training has not always been possible, or the 
management which should have made it pos- 
sible has failed to do so. Inspections have 
heen faulty. Supervision of insapectorsa has 
been Inadequate. It Is safe to say that In the 
great majority of cases errors and failures 
have stemmed from the vast size of the pro- 
gram itself. and the sneed that has attended 
Its develonment. Individuals in both manage- 
ment and labor have lacked the Imagination 
necessary to see clearly the Implications and 
reonirements of an enormons an nndertaking. 
And the reeniting fanits tn nrodnetion have 
heen annarent to workers tn the factories and 
have etrnek at their morale. 

The Materiel Command and the Navy's Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics recognize these shortcom- 





ings and do not condone them. More than one 
ag is going forward at the present 
ime. In general, however, pointing to fie box 
scores as proof, the Services consider that the 
men and women who design and make our 
combat planes, as well as the men who fi 
them, have been doing a stupendous job ant 
doing it well. 


Eastern Commanders Changed 

Lt. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, retired from 
the active list on 30 Sept.. having reached 
age 64 on 19 Sept., was relieved from ac- 
tive duty on 16 Oct. at his own request, 
and has accepted appointment by Gover- 
nor Dewey, of New York, as commander 
of the New York State Guard. 

General Drum was succeeded as com- 
manding general Eastern Defense Com- 
mand and First Army by Maj. Gen. 
George Grunert, who now holds rank of 
cre general by virtue of his of- 

ce. 

General Drum’s third assignment, that 
of chairman of the Inter-American De- 
fense Board is vacant, General Drum 
having declined to serve in the post 
which, he stated, is at present of no im- 
portance. 

Meanwhile, the Navy also changed 
Eastern Sea Frontier commanders. Vice 
Adm. Adolphus Andrews retires for age 
on 1 Nov., and is being succeeded in the 
post he has held for several years by 
Vice Adm. William F. Leary, until this 
week commandant of the 5th Naval Dis- 
trict, with headquarters at Norfolk, Va. 

Rear Adm. David Le Breton, until re- 
cently on duty in the Navy Department, 
succeeds Admiral Leary at Norfolk on 
30 Oct. 

In August it was announced by the 
War Department that General Drum 
would have additional duty as chairman 
of the Inter-American Defense Bourd, 
succeeding Lt. Gen. Stanley D. Embick, 
and that General Grunert, then deputy 
chief of staff for Service commands, 
Army Service Forces, would be deputy 
commanding general First Army and 
Eastern Defense Command. 

No further announcement was made 
until Governor Dewey on 19 Sept. stated 
that he had appointed General Drum as 
commander of the New York Guard to 
succeed Maj. Gen. William Ottman, who 
resigned a few days earlier. 

Following this announcement, the War 
Department disclosed that General Drum 
had been relieved from active duty 15 
Oct. at his own request, and that Gen- 
eral Grunert had been named commander 
of the defense command and army. 

General Drum stated that the problems 
of hemisphere defense “have been cen- 
tralized into definite departmental chan- 
nels and routine procedures” by the 
State, War and Navy Departments. As 
commander of the nation’s largest state 
guard he will maintain contact with the 
officials with whom he had such cordial 
relations while on duty in his Army post. 

General Drum’s record is outstanding 
in many ways. One of five sons of Army 
officers who lost their lives in combat 
commissioned under special act, General 
Drum became a second lieutenant of in- 
fantry in September, 1898, at age 18. He 
thus has had 46 years’ commissioned serv- 
ice—longer than that of any other offi- 
cer, and has been a general officer for 
more than 18 years. 

His valor in action in the Philippines 
won him citations, the Silver Star and a 
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recommended brevet as captain. 

He drew up plans for the defense of 
our southern border and for the concen- 
tration of the Regular Army and Na- 
tional Guard in 1916. This brought him 
to the attention of General John J. 
Pershing, whom he accompanied to 


France on the 8S Baltic. Serving in va- 
rious posts in the A.E.F., General Drum 
finally became chief of staff of the First 
Army, and in October, 1918, was ap- 
pereees brigadier general at the age of 


Among his other assignments have been 
those of inspector general of the Army 
(1030), commander 5th Corps Area 
(1931), deputy chief of staff of the army 
under General MacArthur, commander 
Hawaiian Department (1935-37), and 
y eed 6th Corps Area and Second 

rmy. 


Dependents’ Allowances 


The House this week passed the family 
allowance bill, 8. 1279, and its moditica- 
tions were accepted promptly by the Sen- 
ate. The bill now awaits only the Presi- 
dent’s signature to make it displace ex- 
isting law. 

The outstanding change in the bill, as 
compared with the present law, is in the 
matter of allowances to children. 

Existing law recognizes only Class A 
and Class B dependents. 8S. 1279 divides 
Class B dependents into Class B and Class 
B-1. Class B-1 dependents — parents, 
brothers and sisters dependent on enlisted 
personnel for their “chief” support and 
not merely for “substantial” support—re- 
ceive increased allowances under the bill. 

The pending law grants allowances to 
all enlisted grades, and to limited-service 
men of the Marine Corps Reserve. Exist- 
ing law denies these allowances to the 
first three grades and to the limited-ser- 
vice men of the Marine Corps Reserve. 
However, enlisted men of the first three 
grades may now elect between accepting 
family allowances and quarters allow- 
ances. 

A provision not in existing law is that 
the entire first month’s allowance to a 
family shall be paid by the Government. 
This is payable from the beginning of the 
month a man enters upon active service in 
a pay status, but the man must make ap- 
plication for it. 

The following table shows concisely the 
amounts payable to dependents under ex- 
isting law and under the bill now in the 
hands of the President. The amounts 
shown Include the enlisted man’s contri- 
bution and the amount paid or to be paid 
by the Government:

The Senate Naval Affairs Committee 
released this week a summary of the 
Navy’s activities in the war from 7 Dec. 
1941 through 30 June 1948. 

Prepared by the Navy’s Office of Pub- 
lic Relations, the summary begins with 
the_ raid on Pearl Harbor, “which ad- 
mittedly surprised the United States 
forces off guard,” and gives details of 
subsequent engagements including losses 
suffered by U. 8S. forces and those be- 
lieved to be inflicted upon the enemy. The 
battles discussed include the Navy’s part 
in the Philippine campaign, the raid on 
the Marshalis and Gilberts, and Java 
Sea engagements, the battle of Coral Sea 
and of Midway, the Guadalcanal land 
campaign and sea battles, the fight in the 
Aleutians, and activities in the Atlantic 
and Mediterranean.

The week of 4-10 Nov., ending on the 
168th anniversary of the establishment 
of the Marine Corps, has been designated 
as Marine Corps War Savings Bond Allot- 
ment Week. A campaign to obtain allot- 
ments from Marine personnel for the pur- 
pose of purchasing war bonds will be 
staged throughout the corps.

Torpedoes Score at Vella Gulf 


Details of the battle in Vella Gulf, 6 
Aug., released this week by the Navy De- 
partment, reveal the enormous damage 
wrought on the Japanese by a sweep of 
24 torpedoes fired from United States ves- 
sels of Task Group X, commanded by 
Comdr. Frederick Moosbrugger, USN. 

The American destroyers, proceeding at 
25 knots and running without lights in a 
moonless night, tracked the enemy within 
torpedo range. At the command to fire, a 
fan of some 24 torpedoes was released. 
Captains and crews then stood tensely to 
await results. 

Lt. Comdr. Francis T. Williamson, 
USN, Commanding Officer of one of the 
American destroyers, has reported: 

“Four to lo hits were observed in rapid 
succession from left to right. Each hit pro- 
duced a red ball of flame followed shortly 
thereafter by violent internal explosions. Two 
ships were literally blown to pieces and a 
third, the heavy cruiser, suffered successive 
violent explosions and soon became a mass 
of flames.’ 

Two of the Japanese destroyers sank 
immediately, the cruiser was apparently 
stopped dead in the water and burning 
fiercely. The fourth vessel, a destroyer, 
was still in motion. 

The destroyers opened up with gunfire 
on the still moving Japanese destroyer 
and in about 20 minutes she sank. With- 
in another five minutes the burning cruis- 
er went to the bottom. 





Observations of Lieutenant Commander 
Williamson continued: 


“Gun and torpedo batteries performed mag- 
nificently. There were no materia) casualties 
except on n No. 2 of my destroyer which 
experienced a mistire, missing six salvos. No 
other guns missed a salvo. With the excep- 
tion of the mishap on gun No. 2, gun crews, 
corpede crews, and control parties performed 
their jobs ee ee petty officers and 
men commented ‘It was just like in drill.’” 

The losses of the Japs—3 destroyers 
and a cruiser—were in categories in 
which their losses already have been sub- 


stantial. 


Navy’s New Blimp 

The Navy’s new M-1 blimp, largest non- 
rigid airship ever built, has completed its 
first test flights. The series of flights 
lasted five hours. No performance results 
are being released at this time, Navy of- 
ficials stated. 

The M-1, built at Akron, O., by the 
Goodyear Aircraft Corporation, is half 
again as large as the K-type airships cur- 
rently used by the Navy for coastal pa- 
trol. 

A distinctive feature of the new blimp 
is the car, nearly three times as long 
as that of the K-ship. It comprises three 
connecting units, integrated by universal 
joints to allow freedom of motion in co- 
ordination with the flexible envelope 
above. The longer car better distributes 
the weight along the helium-filled enve- 
lope. Outriggers carrying two Wasp en- 
gines are attached to the amidships sec- 
tion of the car. A blister below gives 
wider range of observation and use of 
armament. 


Insignia for Ex-Service Men 


Senator Walsh, Mass., took occasion, 
on Wednesday, to inform the members of 
the Senate that his approach to the Navy 
Department, on the subject of authoriz- 
ing and permitting honorably discharged 
members of the armed services to wear 
insignia, had received the sympathy and 
active cooperation of the Joint Naval and 
Army Personnel Board. 

He reported that approriate lapel but- 
tons will be secured and will be issued to 
personnel, including members of the Wo- 
men’s Reserve, honorably discharged be- 
cause of physical incapacity. 


Landing Craft Cited 
The Presidential Unit Citation has 
been awarded to the USS LCI (L) No. 1, 
a large infantry landing craft, for out- 
standing performance during the inva- 
sion of Sicily in July, 1943. She is the first 
landing craft to receive this distinction.

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N this second year of global war, a new meaning has come to Navy Day, which the 
Nation and its Allies will celebrate on 27 October. It is a meaning Battle is clari- 
fying for the understanding of all men and especially our enemies. It is that the 
Fleets operating in the Seven Seas are unified organizations of power augmented by 
the intimate coordination of their surface, air and submarine components, and by the 
comradely cooperation of the Army and its air force. They are America speaking 
with rifles, and bombs and torpedoes, animated by the grim purpose to annihilate our 
enemies. On the oceans they are protecting the convoys steaming to the fighting zones. 
In Africa, in Sicily and at Salerno they effectively participated in the amphibious 
operations which forced Italian surrender and German retreat. In the Aleutians 
they conducted like operations which destroyed or drove the Japanese in headlong 
flight from the islands they had seized. In the Southwest Pacific they combined with 
our air and land forces to expel the enemy from his holdings, and to use the air bases 
he had built for further advances upon our objective, his homeland. In the broad 
reaches of the western ocean they have defeated his task forces and destroyed his 
planes, and thereby have assured protection for our Hemisphere and our sea lanes; 
and our submarines have penetrated his waters and sunk his ships in sight of his 
shores. The deeds they have performed make a saga which sings of devotion to coun- 
try, of gallantry in conduct and of sacrifice. And what a promise those deeds offer for 
the future when will be applied the terrific power that has been, and is being devel- 
oped! In July, 1940, the Navy comprised 1,076 craft of all kinds, today they num- 
ber more than 14,000. Then there were 1,744 naval planes, now they exceed 18,000. 
Alone, the Navy is far stronger than the combined sea forces of Germany and Japan. 
Joined with the British Fleet and the units of our Allies, it is infinitely superior to 
them; and that superiority has been accentuated by the heavy losses inflicted upon 
their capital, air and submarine strength. No longer does Germany dare to send a 
Fleet to sea to fight, and Japan’s battle fleet is remaining in the vicinity of its bases 
not willing to yield to the temptation which our task forces constantly are offering. 
Being exemplified is the tradition of the Navy—attack, attack and yet attack, whatever 
the odds. The Japanese especially are realizing the consequences of this age-long 
American practice in their ships that do not return to port, and they will realize them 
in far greater degree as our strength grows through the continuous addition of ves- 
sels and planes of all categories, and is supported by the Armies that will exploit the 
way opened for them. Thus we may feel confident of the victories to come, and their 
achievement will express the new meaning of Navy Day, the brotherhood of the sea, 
air and land forees acting as a unit for the glory of the Flag. 


ONGRESS should transform criticism into action in the matter of the War De- 
partment’s policy of removing efficient, physically fit officers from active duty 
merely because they have attained their 60th birthday. Discussing the mistreat- 
ment of valuable personnel, Representative Smith, of Virginia, pointed out that “We 
are doing the utterly silly thing of retiring these men on three-quarters pay, and 
bringing back here to desks men who are available for the front line.” Chairman 
May told the House that the Military Affairs Committee tried to prevent the whole- 
sale retirements, but did not have time to act before the orders became effective. 
What the indignant Congressmen did not mention was the deplorable fact that the 
War Department invoked the retirement law not as an efficiency measure (it stated 
their services have been “very valuable to the nation.”), but as a means of further 
stimulating promotion. In its circular announcing the policy the Department said, 
“At present promotion in noncombat elements of the Army is definitely blocked by 
reason of a large overstrength in colonels and lieutenant colonels transferred from 
combat branches due to over-age and other limitations.” It should be remembered, 
however, that this method would advance a comparatively few men who themselves 
might become subject to the same sort of separation from the service. What ired the 
members of Congress particularly was the effort of the War Department to make it 
appear that the relief from active duty was on direct order of Congress. Mr. Smith 
quoted from an order stating, “By order of the Secretary of War, and pursuant to 
the requirements of statutory law, the following-named officers of this command are 
relieved.” It was emphasized that Congress has given ample authority to retain of- 
ficers on active duty after they have reached the statutory age limits—as a matter 
of fact this policy was generally followed until the last few months. It is true the De- 
partment has made some exceptions to its policy and has retained some of the over-60 
officers, but if the policy is to be continued, such exceptions should be based on the offi- 
cer’s mental and physical fitness and not because he is deemed specially qualified 
for a particular duty. Age cannot be a gauge of either efficiency or vigor. Repre- 
sentative Smith said, “As I look around me I wonder how many of us are officially 
dead and thoroughly debilitated under the rule that we have laid down for the Army.” 
Under the War Department’s policy its own Secretary, who is in his 77th year—and 
proud of it—would have been retired long ago. Congress should amend the act so as to 
require not only the retention of the fit reaching 60, but the restoration to active duty 
of the qualified among those officers already so relieved.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Foreign Affairs—The Moscow Conference of Foreign Ministers is meeting in an at- 
mosphere which promises early development of closer ties between the represented 
Allies. There is no question that the three Governments are anxious to dissipate mis- 
understandings, and establish firm foundations for the accords Messrs. Roosevelt and 
Churchill wish to reach with Marshal Stalin. The first step in these directions oc- 
curred when as a result of the Quebec conference, there was organized the Mediterra- 
nean Council in which Russia has an equal voice with the United States and Britain 
on questions pertaining to the Middle Sea. Then came the acceptance of the declara- 
tion of war by the Badoglio Government of Italy, whereby Russia, equally with her 
allies, recognized the House of Savoy and the adoption of the principles of democ- 
racy for the Italian government to be set up after the war. There has now come a 
more impressive development, a new lend-lease arrangement under which Russia 
will receive increased shipments of needed war supplies and in return deliver mate- 
rials she produces. To see that that arrangement is efficiently carried out, W. Averill 
Harriman, formerly lend-lease representative in London, is in Moscow as Ambassa- 
dor, and under him is a military mission composed of Maj. Gen. John K. Deane and 
Brig. Gen. Sidney Spalding. This mission will have greater power than the mili- 
tary attache, Brig. Gen. Joseph A. Michela, and the lend-lease officer, Brig. Gen. 
Philip R. Famonville, who have been recalled. Then, of special importance to Stalin 
and his subordinates, is the understanding that the Second Front in western Europe 
at last is to be established—an understanding confirmed by Marshal Smuts, Prime 
Minister of the Union of South Africa, after conferences he held with Prime Minister 
Churchill. Marshal Smuts declared that a grand assault would be made on conti- 
nental Europe next year with the decisive part being played by the United States. In 
this connection it was announced that more American troops have arrived in Eng- 
tand and during the months to come others will proceed there. 

These measures which dovetail into each other, form a substantial basis for the 
conversations progressing in Moscow. Assured of a Second Front and of increased 
supplies from the lips of Secretary Hull, who breathes sincerity, and certain to be 
believed by Foreign Commissar Molotoy no less than by his chief Marshal Stalin, col- 
lateral matters can be surveyed, and the general principles of agreements to be made 
regarding them by the three heads of states, can be established. These matters will 
fall into two classes, those relating to coordinated prosecution of the war, and those 
relating to the post-war period. The former will include plans for the union of the 
communist and liberal elements of Italy, of the Russian supported Partisan guerrillas 
led by “General” Tito and the Anglo-American supported Mikhailovitch forces of King 
Peter’s Jugo-Slavian Government-in-exile which are involved in civil war, and of the 
three factions in Greece which are fighting each other more vigorously than they ap- 
pear to be fighting the Germans and Bulgarians. Tito’s attitude is shown by his attack 
on the President for assigning four planes for service with the Mikhailovitch command. 
Then there is the question of Turkey’s attitude to be examined, and determination of 
the prospect whether she will actively participate in the war on our side, and what 
policy she will pursue on Balkan questions. Offering a field for special survey is the Mo- 
hammedan world. Doubtless China will not be left out of the studies being made, since 
there is the problem of bringing about cooperation between Chiang-Kai-Shek’s Govern- 
ment and the Communist Army. The personnel of Mr. Hull’s Secretariat includes ex- 
perts on Germany and the Balkans, and a political adviser who will discuss with him 
the various other areas and the attitude we should adopt thereon. Of first concern to 
the Russians are the plans for the Second Front, and able to expound them are General 
Deane, who served as Secretary of the Joint (American) and Combined Chiefs of Staff 
Committee (Anglo-American), and Lieut. Gen. Sir Hastings Ismay, an intimate friend 
of Mr. Churchill and thoroughly informed of his strategic views. The post war questions 
will involve those relating to territory, and their disposition will be postponed until 
after Germany’s unconditional surrender; the matter of economic security for every 
nation, which is especially dear to Mr. Hull’s heart as shown by the reciprocity treaties 
he has signed; the terms that will be given to Germany, and the purpose of Moscow’s 
encouragement of a committee of Germans pledged to oust Hitler; the settlement of 
the differences between the three nations with respect to the character of the recog- 
nition given by them to the National Committee of French Liberation, the kind of 
machinery to be set-up for post-war peace, etc. There will not come before the con- 
ference the attitude of Russia toward Japan and the criticism of the former by Sena- 
tor Lodge for failure to place Siberian air bases at the disposal of our planes. Proba- 
bly these matters will be discussed privately by Mr. Hull and Marshal Stalin, and 
if nothing else should develop at least it is to be hoped the Soviet Leader will give 
assurances that after Japan is defeated Russian troops will not invade Manchuquo. 

To show that the President and Mr. Hull speak for the country, the Adminis- 
tration is most anxious for the Senate to adopt the post-war peace resolution drafted 
by a subcommittee of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee. The draft merely 
declares that “the United States, acting through its constitutional processes, join 
with free and sovereign nations in the establishment and maintenance of international 
authority with power to prevent aggression and to preserve the peace of the world.” 
Senators Ball, Burton, Hatch and Hill, sought to induce the Committee to author- 
ize American participation in a military force to preserve peace, but their proposal 
was summarily rejected. Senator Connally, chairman of the Committee, predicts the 
resolution quoted will be passed by the Senate by more than a two-thirds vote. 
Such action would mean that the President could speak with greater power to foreign 
nations, and they could feel assured that Senate rejection of the Treaties signed by 
him is not likely. Passing from public interest are the criticisms of Britain made by the 
Senators who visited the world battlefields. The Senators themselves are soft-pedal- 
ling what they were reported to have said, and Prime Minister Churchill asserted he 
would make no reply to them especially at a time when “the British and United 
States Armies are engaged shoulder to shoulder in battles taking place or impending 
on the Italian front” and when the RAF and the United States Eighth Air Force 
“in perfect brotherhood of Arms are making heavy sacrifices in their attacks on Ger- 
many.” However, the Senate Appropriations Committee is determined to make a 
thorough investigation of Lend-Lease spending and distribution, and there may be 
revelations which will cause an explosion. 


Signal Corps—Maj. Carl S. Kleinau, SC, has been named acting chief, Aircraft Radio 
Branch, Engineering and Technical Service, Office of the Chief Signal Officer, succeed- 
ing Col. James K. De Armond, Air Corps, who has been assigned to the Army Air Base 
at Orlando, Florida. 

Lt. Col. John L. Autrey, who served twenty months in the Australian theatre, 
has assumed command of the 800th Signal Training Regiment at Camp Crowder, Mo., 
succeeding Col. Thomas C. Dedell, who has reached the statutory retirement age. 

Two new units—the 995th Signal Port Service Company, and the 998th Signal 
Service Company, have been activated at the Eastern Signal Corps Unit Training Cen- 
ter at Camp Edison, N. J. The commanding officers are, respectively, Maj. Donald C. 
Dickinson and Capt. Philip N. Drew. 

Domestic wire communications of the Army are being consolidated into a single 
system to effect coordination and conservation of critical materials, wire facilities 
and manpower. 





The new system is the just-created Army Command and Administrative Network, 
Army Service Forces, and is being set up under supervision of the Army Communica- 
tions Service of the Signal Corps, of which Brig. Gen. Frank E. Stoner is Chief. 

Many separate communications now operated by various branches of the Army 
will be eliminated under the change-over which, when completed, will have in oper- 
ation 25 message centers—including Army Service Commands and 15 or more ad- 
ditional points close to important military installations. The plan includes eventual 
abandonment of the Army’s radio network in the continental United States—the pres- 
ent traffic being diverted to the network—but radio circuits for overseas commn- 
nications will be continued. 


Army Air Forces—General Henry H. Arnold, commanding general of the Army Air 
Forces, characterized the assault last week on the ball-bearing works at Schweinfurt 
a “heart-damaging blow to the entire German war production and machinery main- 
tenance program.” This success was achieved at the cost of 60 Flying Fortresses 
and the loss of 593 crew members, many of whim are believed to be alive as prisoners 
of war. The target at Schweinfurt, in northern Bavaria, comprised three large plants 
which produced at least half of the ball bearings produced in German-occupied Fn- 
rope. 

“This attack on Schweinfurt,” said General Arnold, “was not merely a spectacu- 
lar air raid. It was an engagement between large armies—a major campaign. In a 
period of a few hours, we invaded German-held Europe to a depth of 500 miles, sacked 
and crippled one of her most vital enterprises.” 

The 2nd Bomber Command, with headquarters at Spokane, Wash., and the 
20th Bomber Command, with headquarters at El Paso, Texas, both units of the 2nd 
Air Force, have been eliminated in a move to reduce administrative overhead, mak- 
ing more men available for overseas duty, the War Department announced 17 October. 
Both commands will be absorbed into the Second Air Force, with headquarters at 
Colorado Springs, Colo. Personnel will go to training bases and tactical wings. 

The Curtiss-Wright Corp. has announced a program to produce the Curtiss Com- 
mando cargo transport, the C-46, on a scale which is the largest ever projected. This 
project will be carried out by the Curtiss-Wright Corp. and Higgins Aircraft, Inc., 
in cooperation with the AAF, 

zeneral Henry H. Arnold conferred the Legion of Merit on Wing Commander 
Guy Penrose Gibson, RAF, 18 Oct. at Bolling Field, Washington, D. C. Wing Com- 
mander Gibson, who was awarded the Victoria Cross by King George VI, led the 
squadron which destroyed the Moehne and Eder Dams in the Ruhr Valley. 

The 156 charter members of the “I Bombed Japan Club” predict a greatly in- 
creased membership. The club was formed recently by air crews of the 11th Air Force 
in Alaska, who have participated in bombing missions to Japan’s Paramushiru and 
Shimishu Islands in the Kuriles. The group has held only one meeting, in a reveted 
alert shack in the Aleutians, at which Maj. Louis C. Blau, pilot and squadron com- 
mander, was elected president. 

Members of a 5th Air Force light bambardment group at an advanced base 
in New Guinea flew 2,830 combat sorties totaling 1,320,384 miles during its first 18 
months of service in the Southwest Pacific area. The group flew 9,413 combat hours 
during this period. More than a thousand tons of bombs were dropped during their 
attacks in the Bismarck Sea battle, and the campaigns at Buna, Salamaua, Wewak 
and Lae. Gunners have fired more than 2,100,000 rounds of machine gun ammuni- 
tion. 

AIR SERVICE COMMAND—The second anniversary of the Air Service Com- 
mand, largest of all AAF commands, was commemorated with a two-day military and 
industrial program at Patterson Field, near Dayton, Ohio, 16 and 17 Oct. 

The command was formed 17 Oct., 1941, with Maj. Gen. Henry J. F. Miller 
charged with the task of preparing and perfecting all plans for the operation of the 
service elements of the AAF. Prior to that, the Provisional Air Corps Mainte- 
nance Command was created in February, under the Materiel Division, and in April of 
that year the provisional aspect was eliminated. The Air Services Command super- 
seded both. After the United States entered the war th Air Service Command grew 
tremendously. New depots were established throughout the continental area of the 
United States and service units were quickly trained and sent into theaters of oper- 
ation in all parts of the world. 

In November, 1942, General Miller was succeeded by Maj. Gen. Walter H. Frank. 
One month later he effected a complete reorganization of the command by replacing 
the old type general staff with three operating divisions—Supply, Maintenance and 
Personnel and Training. 

The Air Service Command has grown from a group of five men to a world-wide 
organization which uses the talents and energies of almost a half million people. 
It furnishes supplies for all AAF planes throughout the world; repairs, overhauls or 
rebuilds these planes here and overseas; prepares for shipment overseas all Ameri- 
can and Lend-Lease planes, and handles all air freight in this country flown by the 
Air Transport Command. 


Marine Corps—Brig. Gen. Louis E. Woods, USMC, has been appointed Director of 
Marine Corps Aviation, replacing Maj. Gen. Roy Geiger, USMC, who is now on duty 
in the field. General Woods formerly was Assistant Director of Marine Corps Avia- 
tion. The 48-year-old general commanded all Army, Navy and Marine Corps aviation 
units based on Guadalcanal for a month and a half during the late fall of 1942. Dur- 
ing this period his force accounted for a total of 22 Japanese surface craft and 65 
planes destroyed. 

He received the Distinguished Service Medal for his service on Guadalcanal. He 
also holds the Presidential Citation Ribbon with a blue enamel star. 

Three classes of student officers were graduated from the Marine Corps Schools 
at the Marine Barracks, Quantico, Va., on Wednesday, 20 Oct. Students of the 
Thirty-sixth Candidates’ Class were graduated and commissioned second lieutenants 
in the Marine Corps Reserve and student officers of the Thirty-fourth Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Class and the Twenty-sixth Artillery Course were graduated. 

Lt. Col. Stanley M. Trachta, USMC, has been detached from the Naval Air Station, 
Sanford, Fla., and ordered to aviation duty at the Marine Corps Air Station, Cherry 
Point, N. C. 

Lt. Col. (temp.) Lester Stanley Hamel, USMC, was permanently promoted to the 
grade of major in the Marine Corps on 4 Oct. with rank from 29 April, 1942. 

Lt. Col. Arthur T. Mason, USMC, was appointed colonel in the Marine Corps for 
temporary service on 27 Sept., 1943, with rank from 30 Oct., 1942. 

Maj. James G. Bishop, USMC, has been ordered detached from the Office of the 
Chief of Naval Operations, Navy Department, and ordered to duty in the San 
Diego area. 


Civil Aviation—The first step for constructive development of our post-war civil avia- 
tion has been taken by the House Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce, 
which after many months of thorough study, has favorably reported a new civil avia- 
tion bill to supplement the Civil Aeronautics Act of 1938. 

The bill besides providing for a long-range airport development suited to civil 
and military needs, encourages the development of private and miscellaneous flying 
which should go far toward opening opportunities in civil life for the young men 
who have learned aviation during this war. Authorizing a continuation of the avia- 
tion training program, it protects essential aviation schools from going out of busi- 
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ness during the immediate post-war period. It lays the groundwork for a compre- 
hensive program of aviation education which will be of continuing benetit to our 
young men and women in the school systems, and they will form a reservoir for mili- 
tary use in war. To assure greater safety in aviation the bill calls for overhauling 
the administration machinery and restores the principle of independent investigation 
of aircraft accidents, and for the first time fixes definite means to prevent obstruc- 
tions in the approach paths adjacent to airports. 

Further important sections of the bill give civil aviation an effective voice in 
government through the creation of an independent civil aeronautics commission, 
comparable to the Interstate Commerce Commission, and the extension of federal 
jurisdiction to regular air commerce in a manner which will end unnecessary dupli- 
eation and conflict between federal and state laws affecting aviation. The latter 
provision will prevent the air space of our country from being divided into forty-eight 
compartments and make it possible for all types of aviation to operate everywhere 
under a minimum of government regulation. 

Perfecting and extending the Civil Aeronautics Act of 1938 as it does, the bill 
would complete the foundation for the rapid development of civil aviation in the 
post-war period. In view of the world competition which is certain after the war, 
the Interstate Commerce Committee has acted wisely in recommending a procedure 
which will strengthen our ability to advance American air interests. Congress should 
not fail to pass promptly the bill it has reported.

Need Doctors, Dentists—The Army and Navy require 7,000 additional medical officers 
and 800 more dentists by 31 Dec. 1943 to insure even minimal care of the wounded, 
the Office of War Information stated this week. It was pointed out that the Army 
has reduced its call for doctors from the 8.5 per thousand men previously considered 
necessary to 6.6 doctors per thousand in combat areas and 4.6 doctors per thousand 
men in non-battle areas. 

The changed ratio works out to 53,000 civilian doctors for the Army and the 
Navy, of which about 46,000 had been commissioned as of 15 Aug. Even with the 
reduced total, commissioning of doctors into the armed forces is falling behind the 
monthly quotas that have been established, OWI reminds. 

The Medical Department of the Army comprises approximately 500,000 enlisted 
personnel and 117,000 officers, including nurses of commissioned rank. The officer 
personnel includes 37,000 in the Medical Corps, 12,000 in the Dental Corps, 1,800 in 
the Veterinary Corps, 425 Physiotherapists, 11,500 in Medical Administration, 1,700 
Sanitary Corps officers and 33,000 nurses as of 1 Aug. To this is added a staff of 
approximately 700 commissioned experts in dietetics and nutrition. 


Navy Chaplains Corps—Throughout the Third Naval District, Navy chaplains will 
occupy pulpits in churches and synagogues this week-end in connection with the 
national observance of “Navy Church Week-end.” Thirty-four chaplains will visit 
places of worship of all faiths in the Metroplitan area of New York and 26 others 
will deliver sermons in upper New York State. The Chief of Chaplains of the Navy, 
Capt. Robert D. Workman, will deliver the sermon on the third anniversary broadcast 
of “Mutual’s Radio Chapel” on Sunday, 24 Oct. At the same time he will be observ- 
ing the second celebration of Navy Day. The theme of his sermon will be “Be Proud, 
America.” The slogan for Navy Day this year is “Your Navy—Spearhead of Victory.” 
Ch. C. M. Witherspoon, USN, District Chaplain, 3rd Naval District, will speak over 
NBC Saturday, 23 Oct. at 1:30 p.m. 


Army Chaplains Corps—In line with the British plan of using women religious work- 
ers for activities among the women’s auxiliaries of the English army, the U. S. War 
Department has selected Miss Harriet Seibert as the first representative of a de- 
nominational religious group to be assigned to work with training units of the Wom- 
en’s Army Corps. Miss Seibert represents the women’s division of Christian Service, 
of the Board of Missions and Church Extension of the Methodist Church. She is to 
cooperate with the Army and with Florida churches in activities at the WAC training 
center at Daytona Beach. 

As a proof of the religious fellowship among soldiers in war areas an Anti-Aircraft 
Chaplain reports : “Sunday had to be just another day in the week. A religious service 
schedule was formulated so that we could have week-day services. Services were held 
at reveille, or after breakfast or after and before supper. In order to release men to 
attend, protestants would man the guns for the Catholics, and Catholics for the 
Protestants.” 

General Eisenhower has said: “The Allied soldier here in Africa is not often 
articulate in his profession of Christianity, but he is risking his life to uphold prin- 
ciples that are implicit alike in Democracy and Christianity-principles of justice, 
liberty, and right among men of all stations, everywhere.” 

Profits of Army Post Exchanges in Africa are being used to purchase supplies 
to supplement equipment provided for Army chapels. 

The Rev. Dr. William B. Pugh, chairman of the Army and Navy Chaplains Com- 
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mittee of the Federal Council of Churches in America, who, with Deputy Chief of 
Army Chaplains George F. Rixey, is inspecting chaplains’ activities in all war zones 
said that on visiting Lt. Gen. Patton in Sicily he found the American General with a 
Bible on his desk. He has conferred with 400 chaplains in Africa and is continuing 
on his tour to Palestine, India and China. At an Air Base in North Africa he empha- 
sized to a group of 40 chaplains that Chaplains of America will have a “tremendous 
mission” after the war. “The men and women in the service will represent the future 
of the church in America and perhaps of the world. It is a responsibility that will 
challenge the best in you.” 


Bureau of Ships—Over-age destroyers built during World War I, the “Red Lead 
Fleet,” are staging a remarkable comeback as fast troop transports, minelayers, mine 
sweepers, Seaplane tenders and convoy escorts. A few still serve the fleet as destroyers 
and 50 were traded to Great Britain in exchange for outlying Atlantic bases. 

Four of these vessels, the Dallas, the Cole, and the Bernadou, converted into troop 
transports, and the McFarland, which served in the South Pacific as a seaplane ten- 
der, have been awarded the Presidential Unit Citation. The first of our warships to 
be attacked by a submarine while on neutrality patrol, the Greer, was an over-age 
destroyer, as was the Reuben James, sunk by a torpedo while convoying in the North 
Atlantic in October, 1941. 

The aircraft carrier Franklin was launched 14 Oct. at Newport News, Virginia. 
This is the fifth carrier to be built by the Newport News Shipbuilding and Dry Dock 
Co. The vessel was sponsored by Lt. Comdr. Mildred H. McAfee, USNR, Director of 
the Women’s Reserve. 

The Barton, first of a new type of destroyer, was launched 10 Oct. at the Bath 
Iron Works Corp. yard, Bath, Maine. Miss Barbara Dean Barton christened the ves- 
sel in honor of her grandfather, the late Rear Adm. John Kennedy Barton, USN. 

Two destroyers and two destroyer escorts were launched 17 Oct. by the Fed- 
eral Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Company. At their Kearny, N. J., yards the destroy- 
ers McDermut and Melvin were christened in honor of Lt. Comdr. David A. McDer- 
mut, a Civil War hero, and Lt. (jg) Thomas Melvin, a World War I hero. Mrs. 
Woodrow Wilson, widow of the former president, sponsored the McDermut, and 
Miss Gertrude Carlisle Bailey, the Melvin. The escorts Wesson and Riddle, launched 
at the company’s Port Newark yards, were christened by Mrs. Victor H. Wesson 
and Mrs. Anna B. Riddle. 

The submarines Shark and Bream were launched 17 Oct. by the Electric Boat 
Company at their Groton, Conn., yard. Mrs. Albert Thomas sponsored the Shark 
and Mrs. W. G. Chapple, the Bream. 


Quartermaster Corps—All Army rubber footwear procured by the Quartermaster 
Corps after 1 Nov. 1943, will be manufactured from Buna-S, the new all-purpose syn- 
thetic rubber, the War Department announced this week. Buna-S will replace crude 
rubber entirely, except for a small amount of crude which still will be used in the form 
of rubber cement. The saving in crude rubber expected to result from the substitution 
is estimated at about 180,000 pounds a month during the next three months. 

A new “ragamuffin’ combat suit has been created by T.5 William O'Sullivan, the 
Ist Service Command Camouflage School has announced. The suit consists simply 
of colored strips or garlands of burlap fastened to the uniform, causing the garment 
to blend with the immediate surroundings and breaking up the outline of the wearer’s 
body better than any other suit yet devised. 

The new trend toward an outer layer of highly wind resistant and water repel- 
lent cotton fabric under which combinations of underclothing, wool garments, etc., can 
be worn to afford protection in a widely varying range of climatic conditions was dis- 
cussed 20 Oct. by Lt. Col. Frank M. Steadman, Philadelphia Quartermaster Depot, at 
the Cotton Textile Institute Forum in New York City. This trend, stated Colonel 
Steadman, had its inception in the shelter-tent duck, wool-lined mackinaw supplied to 
enlisted men for some years, and has been carried forward in the officers’ new trench 
coat and the field jacket. Civilian winter clothing probably will be influenced by this 
new trend in light-weight garments, he stated. 


Bureau of Supplies and Accounts—Supply Officers-in-Command and Supply Off- 
cers of major naval supply activities throughout the continental United States will 
meet in the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, Navy Department, Washington, D. C., 
for a three-day conference opening 25 Oct., 1943, which has been called by Rear 
Adm. William Brent Young, (SC), USN, Chief of the Bureau and Paymaster Gen- 
eral of the Navy, for a round-table discussion of the various problems confronting 
the principal supply activities ashore. 

Methods for expediting service to the forces afloat will be considered and it is 
anticipated that a number of the problems in connection with the storage and move- 
ment of supplies may be quickly resolved by frank and detailed discussion be- 
tween officers-in-command in the field and officers-in-charge of divisions of the Bu- 
reau. A similar conference of supply officers of major naval aviation activities with 
representatives of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts and the Bureau of Aeronau- 
tics, which was held on 7, 8 and 9 Oct. at the Aviation Supply Office, Philadelphia, 
demonstrated the effectiveness of such round-table meetings in prompt solution of 
supply problems, clarifying details which otherwise would have required prolonged 
exchange of correspondence. 

Capt. A. B. Clark, (SC) USN, officer-in-charge of the Bureau’s Stock Division, 
will preside at the conference. 

Admiral Young addressed the convention of the National Restaurant Association 
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in Cleveland, O., Wednesday, 20 Oct., 1943, discussing the Navy’s subsistence and 
new methods of preparing and serving food. Developments in compacting food for 
shipping have gone beyond deydration, he announced, in a process which removed 
both water and air. Enough dehydrated potatoes to feed 100 men now can be com- 
pressed into a brick no larger than a shoebox. The bricks are wrapped in cellophane 
and sealed against moisture and germs. Eggs, vegetables, soups, puddings, ice cream 
mixes and flour are among the foods listed for such processing. Dehydrated and 
compressed foods will solve many of the acute feeding problems that will arise after 
the war in war ravaged countries, Admiral Young said. 

A new Navy Cook Book prepared by expert dietitians in cooperation with Navy 
Commissary officers, which included many new dishes utilizing dehydrated products 
and other new feods developed since the war began, soon will be issued to Navy 
cooks. Admiral Young designated good food as a principal source of morale up- 
building on fighting ships and declared that the “United States Navy is composed 
of the best fed body of fighting men in all the world.” 


Army Ground Forces—HEADQUARTERS, AGF—Cash purchases of war bonds by 
personnel of this Headquarters during the recent Third War Loan Drive totaled $67,- 
425, with a bond maturity value of $89,900, it was announced by Lt. Gen. Lesley J. 
MeNair, commanding general of the Army Ground Forces. Of the total purchases, 
officers contributed $54,412.50, enlisted men $9,543.75 and civilians $3,468.75. 

By recent command of General McNair, applications for volunteers for para- 
chute duty will now be forwarded by unit commanders unless the applicant is a key 
man in a unit. But approval of the applications will not be permitted to exceed 
two per cent each month for any company, battery, troop or like organization. 

Training allowances for offensive hand grenades, now obsolete, have been de- 
clared no longer in effect. It is planned that current stocks of the grenades will be 
allocated until exhausted to headquarters under the Army Ground Force command 
for distribution to subordinate units, where the weapons may be used in training as 
desired by commanders. However, precautions and tactics suited to fragmentation 
hand grenades will apply to the use of offensive grenades so that individuals do not 
practice incorrect methods. 

It has been announced that when enlisted men whose records indicate they have 
been issued spectacles are ordered to an Army Ground Force replacement depot, unit 
commanders concerned will instruct them to carry at least one pair on their person 
so as to have spectacles available for examination upon arrival at the replacement 
depot and will check to insure compliance. 

On maneuvers and at all posts, camps and stations, commanders have been or- 
dered to take immediate action in ascertaining that all clothing, equipment and shoes 
of troops are correctly inspected and that none of these items are worn too long after 
need for repairs has been determined. The order resulted when it was learned at 
Ground Force Headquarters that soldiers on duty at stations where immediate re- 
pair facilities are not available were wearing clothes and shoes in need of mending 
and alteration. 

ARMORED COMMAND—Maj. Gen. Ernest W. Harmon, now commanding the 1st 
Armored Division overseas, has been awarded the Oak Leaf Cluster to the Legion 
of Merit for his contributions to the initial organization and subsequent expansion 
of the Armored Force (now Armored Command). General Harmon served at Ft. 
Knox, Ky., Armored Force Headquarters, as Assistant Chief of Staff, G-4, from 25 
July, 1940, to 23 April, 1941, and as Chief of Staff from 6 Nov., 1941, to 15 June, 1942. 

At Camp Beale, Calif., the 13th Armored Division celebrated on 15 Oct. the 
first anniversary of its activation, with a dismounted review for Maj. Gen. John B. 
Wogan, division commander, featuring the day-long program. 

At Chicago, Maj. Gen. Alvan C. Gillem, jr., commanding general of the Armored 
Command, told the National Safety Congress and Exposition that “the cornerstone of 
the Army’s safety program is discipline, and discipline assures maximum efficiency 
under any set of circumstances.” 

At Ft. Knox, Ky., Col. Farragut F. Hall has been appointed quartermaster of the 
Armored Command, succeeding Col. G. I. Barnes, who has left his post for an Air 
Forces assignment. Colonel Hall has long been associated with Maj. Gen. Alvan C. 
Gillem, commanding general of the Armored Command, serving under him with the 
8rd Armored Division and later with the II Armored Corps. 

At Camp Campbell, Ky., Lt. Col. Robert J. Williams, intelligence officer of the 
20th Armored Division, has been promoted to his present rank from that of major.

New Weapons of Warfare—Among several vew types of war weapons coming into use 
by the various powers is a rocket bomb which the Nazis have devised in an effort to 
stop our four-engined bombers. 

Until the Schweinfurt attack there was no official report of any of our planes 
being destroyed by this weapon, although many returning crews reported seeing it 
used. In discussing this attack, the Secretary of War told reporters this week, ““‘They 
attacked our planes with all types of weapons, including their new rockets.” 

This rocket is said to be about 12 to 18 inches in length and self propelled. It is 
fired from a tube about the size of a stovepipe mounted beneath the wings of their 
twin-engined planes. Apparently such planes have proved the most satisfactory type 
for use with the weapon. It is thought that the tubes can be dropped after the rocket 
supply is exhausted, enabling the plane to reach maximum speed and maneuverability. 

American airmen have reported that the rocket trails smoke and fire, exploding 
like fireworks. Unofficial reports also staté that the planes launching the rockets keep 
outside the range of our .50 caliber machine guns, discharging their projectiles toward 
our formations. 

Our Army’s “Launcher, Rocket, AT, M-1,” popularly known as the “Bazooka,” is 
an example of an effective weapon of this type, its successful employment as an anti- 
tank weapon being well known. 

The Remington Arms Co., Inc., recently announced that they are now manufac- 
turing a new type of incendiary ammunition for .50 caliber machine guns. This am- 
munition is reported to be the most devastating ever produced for aerial warfare. 
General Henry H. Arnold, commanding general of the Army Air Forces, in the cur- 
rent issue of Army Ordnance states that the new bullets explode the self-sealing tanks 
of aircraft and ignite the fuel. Generated by chemicals in the bullets, the flame burns 
at a terrific temperature. Any armor plate that would resist them is said to be too 
heavy for aircraft use. 

The new ammunition has been used in combat with marked success. It was de- 
veloped by the Army Ordnance Department and is being produced in accordance with 
a program coordinated between Frankford Arsenal and private industry.

1. Pacific and Far East: 1. According to the 
latest available information, U. S. sbmarines, 
operating over wide areas and carrying the 
war to the enemy’s closest home waters, have 
sunk a total of 319 Japanese ships, have prob- 
ably sunk 36, and have damaged 105 others 
since 7 December, 1941. 

2 In previous Navy Department communi- 
ques, the sinking of 221, the probable sinking 
of 31, and the damaging of 60 enemy vessels 
were announced. To bring the score of dam- 
age inflicted on Japanese shipping by U. 8. 
submarines up to date, the following addition- 
al details of results are reported for the first 
time by types:

Northwestern Sector: Timor: Our medium 
units bombed the airdromes and dispersal 
areas at Lautem and Cape Chater starting 


fires. 

Northeastern Sector: Admiralty Islands: 
Our heavy reconnaissance units bombed en- 
emy installations in the Purdy Islands. 

New Britain: Rabaul: The enemy has sus- 
tained disastrous defeat from an air attack 
at Rabaul. With complete secrecy the mass 
of our Air Force was concentrated and launch- 
ed against his air and naval forces there, using 
fields made possible by our occupation late 
in June of island groups north of New Guinea. 
Recently we crushed the right wing of his 
command at Wewak. This time our objective 
was his wing at Rabaul. 

The division of the enemy air forces into 
two great groups based upon Wewak and 
Rabaul has made it possible to use our main 
mass against first one flank and then the 
other, thus acquiring in each case superiority 
of force at the point of combat destroying his 
force in detail. 

The surprise at Rabaul was as complete as 
at Wewak. Mustering every appropriate plane 
available we struck at midday. The enemy 
was caught completely unawares with his 
planes, both bombers and fighters, on the 
ground, 

While our medium bombers raked the air- 
drome, our heavy echelon swept shipping in 
the harbor. Both were covered by our fight- 
ers. A total of 350 tons of bombs were drop- 
ped and 250,000 rounds of ammunition were 
fired. Our low-flying medium bombers, strik- 
ing at Vunakanau, Rapopo and Tobera air- 
dromes destroyed 100 enemy aircraft, caught 
on the ground and severely damaged fifty- 
one others. So complete was the surprise that 
the enemy could put but forty fighters in the 
air. Twenty-six of these were shot down in 
combat. 

In all, 177 airplanes, or approximately 60 
percent of the enemy’s accumulated air 
strength at this base, were lost in this attack. 

Operations buildings, radio installations, 
many fuel and ammunition dumps were de- 
molished or heavily damaged. nti-aircraft 
positions were silenced and the motor trans- 
port pool was wrecked. Fires raged through- 
out the area. 

In the assault on the enemy’s shipping our 
heavy bombers with thousand-pound bombs 
sank or destroyed three destroyers, two mer- 
chant ships of 5,800 tons each, one of 7,000 
tons, forty-three sea-going cargo vessels rang- 
ing from 100 tons to 500 tons and seventy har- 
bor craft. In addition, they hit and severely 
damaged a submarine and a 5,000-ton tender, 
one 6,800-ton destroyer tender and one 7,000- 
ton cargo ship. 

On shore, owe wharves and one warehouse 
were destroyed. Waterfront installations were 
wrecked and many fires started. Five of our 
planes were missing and others damaged. 

This operation, including the first phase 
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at Wewak, gives us definite mastery in the 
air over the Solomons Sea and adjacent waters 
and thereby threatens the enemy’s whole peri- 
meter of defense. 

Gasmata: Our heavy units bombed the air- 
drome causing fires. 

Cape Gloucester: Our night reconnaissance 
units bombed and scored a direct hit on the 
stern of an 8, -ton cargo ship which was 
stranded on a reef. Our heavy units bombed 
the airdrome causing explosions and fires. 

New Guinea: Cape Cretin: Our light naval 
eraft fought off intermittent air attacks dur- 
ing the night, shooting down one bomber. 

Buna: Three enemy aircraft raided at night 
with negligible effect. 

Solomons Islands: (South Pacific Forces): 
Bougainville: Buin: Our escorted heavy, tor- 
pedo and dive bombers in force attacked Ka- 
hili airdrome. Many fires were started on 
both sides of the runway, obscuring the air- 
drome with a heavy pall of smoke. Anfi- 
aircraft positions were silenced. A large 
fuel dump exploded and many hits were scor- 
ed on gun positions. Fifteen of twenty-three 
intercepting enemy fighters were shot down 
by our formations. We lost two planes aud 
others sustained damage. 

Bougainville Strait: One of our air patrols 
engaged ten enemy fighters over Uma Island, 
shooting down six. We lost one plane. 

Vella Lavella: All organized resistance on 
the island has ceased. The enemy left 
dead in the northwest coastal sector. Minor 
night air raids were made by the enemy on 
Doveli Cove. The entire New Georgia group 
of islands is now in our hands. 


15 October 

Northwestern Sector: Banda Sea: Our heavy 
units bombed and damaged a medium-sized 
freighter transport. 

Flores Sea: Our night reconnaissance units 
strafed and damaged a small enemy schooner 
near Sumba Island. 

Timor: Kupang: Our medium and heavy 
units attacked Penful airdrome, blowing up 
a fuel storage tank, causing explosions among 
buildings and starting fires in aircraft dis- 
persal areas visible twenty-five miles. A 1,000- 
ton ship in the harbor was damaged. All our 
aircraft returned. 

Delhi: Our medium units at night bombed 
Tibessa, Lahane and Comoro, starting fires. 

Cape Laivai: Our night reconnaissance units 
strafed an 800-ton merchant vessel. which was 
left smoking at the stern and heading toward 
shore. 

Northeastern Sector: New Ireland: Our 
medium units on night patrol bombed and 
strafed shipping east of Cape St. George. 

New Britain: Cape Gloucester: Our heavy 
reconnaissance units raided the airdrome. 

New Guinea: Wewak: Our fighter patrols 
destroyed an enemy bomber over the area. 

Finschhafen: Six enemy aircraft ineffective- 
ly bombed north of Finschhafen, causing 
neither damage nor casualties. 

Ramu Valley: In support of our advancing 
ground troops, long-range fighters effectively 
bombed and strafed enemy positions in the 
upper Fari River Valley. 

Morobe: Four enemy aircraft harmlessly 
raided the area under cover of darkness, drop- 
ping eighteen bombs in the harbor. 

Solomon Islands: (South Pacific Forces): 
Bougainville: Matchin Bay: Our medium units 
on night reconnaissance bombed from mast- 
head height two large enemy cargo vessels 
sonth of Buka Passage, scoring hits on both 
ships, which were badly damaged and believed 
sinking. 

Kahili: Executing a strong, coordinated 
morning attack, our escorted heavy torpedo 
and dive bombers raided the airdrome, start- 
ing fires in supply areas visible thirtv miles, 
silencing gun positions by direct hits, de- 
molishing buildings and blowing up a bridge. 
Of approximately twenty-five intercepting en- 
emy aircraft, twelve were destroyed. All our 
planes returned. 


16 October 

Northwestern Sector: Timor: Our medium 
units bombed Hansisi, Dilli and Lautem after 
dark, causing explosions and fires. 

Tenimber Islands: Our long-range fighters 
bombed and strafed installations at Larat 
and Adaoet, and our medium units bombed 
Langgoer in the Kei group, causing explosions 
and fires. 

Northeastern Sector: New Ireland: One of 
our reconnaissance units attacked a 4,500-ton 
freighter transport north of Lorengau. 

New Britain: Cape Hoskins: Our medium 
and heavy units bombed the airdrome and the 
shoreline, destroying a coastal vessel. 

Gasmata: Our heavy units bombed the air- 
drome area and installations at Lindenhafen, 
eausing fires and damage to buildings and 
anti-aircraft positions. 

Cape Gloucester: Our heavy units attacked 
the airdrome with forty-two tons of bombs, 
damaging runways and causing fires. Our 
medium units swept the coast from Gloucester 
to Sag Sag, bombing and strafing enemy-held 
villages and destroying or damaging five 
barges. 

Rook Island: Our light naval craft sank an 
enemy coastal vessel and strafed enemy shore 
installations destroying or damaging eight 
beached barges at Tuam Island. 

New Guinea: Madang: Our medium units 
executed a low-level bombing and strafing at- 
tack on the airdrome and installations at Alex- 
ishafen. dropping thirty-two tons of explo- 
sives. Two enemy fighters were destroyed on 
the ground and direct hits were scored on sup- 
ply dumps and anti-aircraft positions. Num- 
erous large fires and explosions were observed 
throughout the target area. There was no in- 
terception. 

Ramu Valley: Our ground forces are main- 
taining pressure on the enemy, inflicting pun- 
ishment on his forward elements. A total of 
407 enemy dead has been counted on these out- 
guard actions during our recent advance in 
the Ramu Valley. 

Buna: Twelve enemy aircraft bombed Buna 
and Oro Bay during the night, causing minor 


damage. 
Solomon Islands: (South Pacific Forces): 
Our reconnaissance units bombed enemy

New Death-Gratuity Provision 

To assure death-gratuities reaching 
beneficiaries instead of creditors of an es- 
tate, Senator Walsh, of Mass., has intro- 
duced S. 1428 which provides that the 
gratuity shall go to the ranking living 
beneficiary, and not to the estate of a de- 
ceased beneficiary to whom it would have 
gone if living. 

The provisions of the legislation apply 
to the Regular and Reserve elements of 
the Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard. 

The Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs reported this week a similar bill, 
H. R. 2188, covering Army personnel.

Army Training Overseas 


The War Department this week re. 
leased information that complete training 
facilities, where American troops are 
polished in combat teamwork right up to 
“D Day,” have been in operation for 
months at bases overseas from which the 
United States is carrying the war to the 
Axis. 

This overseas training in England, 
North Africa, Australia, and in other 
bases, supplements the individtal and 
unit training which the troops receive in 
the United States. It is designed to ae. 
quaint them with the climatic and ter- 
rain conditions under which they will be 
called upon to go into action. The length 
of this period may vary considerably in 
individual cases and will generally be 
determined by the conditions existing in 
the combat theater. 

The 5th Army, now moving toward

clearing beaches of mines, cracking Nazi 
pillboxes, storming towns and villages, 
city street fighting and similar conditions 
which they would face in actual combat.

There will be no tax bill unless there 
is economy in government expenditures. 
This notice has been served upon the Ad- 
ministration by the Republican minorities 
of the House and Senate. They claim 
there is dreadful waste in public funds 
and that if it be eliminated additional 
taxes certainly in the sum of $10 billions 
as propdsed by Secretary Morgenthau, 
will not be needed. There are many demo- 
crats in both Houses who entertain a 
like view, and Senator George, Chairman 
of the powerful Senate Finance Commit- 
tee, holds that any new levies laid should 
not exceed mofe than three or four bil- 
lions in revenue. In spite of the opposi- 
tion expressed, the President is insisting 
that Congress carry out his recommenda- 
tion for more taxes, as much because of 
the Treasury’s need for additional reve- 
nue, as because he believes further curbs 
should be placed upon inflation. This 
much is apparent—the Morgenthau plan 
is dead and the bill the House Ways and 
Means Committee will report, will be 
voted out only by the democrats. Adminis- 
tration opposition to the sales tax prob- 
ably will prevent the enactment of such a 
measure, but it is likely that in the end 
a compromise will be adopted. 

The President is insisting to Congress 
that limited subsidies are essential in or- 
der to insure reasonable prices to the 
farmers and comparatively low costs of 
farm products to the consumers, and to 
control the inflationary spiral. Opposed 
to his viewpoint are the Farm Bloc in 
Congress and the important Farm organi- 
zations. Encouragement of farm produc- 
tion would seem to be essential in order 
to provide for the Armed Forces, our 
people at home and our Allies. There is 
no question that the Armed Forces will 
have ample food, and it is noteworthy 
that North Africa, as the President re- 
vealed at a Press Conference this week, 
is now exporting wheat, fruits, etc., to 
England.

House Secret Session 

Succeeding the secret session of the 
Senate at which five globe-girling Sena- 
tors were the speakers, the House of Rep- 
resentatives set un its own secret session 
by inviting the Chief of Staff, the Secre- 
tary of War and various military leaders 
to address it in an off-the-record meeting, 
Wednesday morning, 20 Oct. 

Referring to the manpower situation, it 
was the opinion of the speaker that it is 
more serious in the United States than in 
Japan, as that country has not called all 
of its available draftees between the ages 
of 17 and 20. Beyond this, it is believed 
we are not destroying planes faster than 
Japan is building them. 

As for Germany, it is evident that the 
fighter planes of that member of the Axis 
are being reserved for action against 
bombers and are not battling against the 
fighter planes of the United States. 

In regard to Siberia and possible air- 
plane bases there, the consensus of opin- 
ion was that any concession by Russia 


this line would be useless, as the number 
of Japanese troops near Vladivostok 
would make the defense of airports there 
very difficult. 

It was generally agreed that one of the 
continuing war problems is that of trans- 
porting supplies, since planes cannot take 
the place of ships in solving the problem. 

Offsetting reasons for prevalent op- 
timism were the almost statistical reports 
of war materiel held in reserve by the 
enemy as well as in production. The mam- 
moth contribution of Russia was lauded 
and emphasized by charts revealing the 
extent of the disposition of Nazi troops 
in Russia as compared with their number 
in Italy and Western Europe. ' 

After an opening statement by Repre- 
sentative Sam Rayburn, Speaker of the 
House, and some introductory remarks 
by Secretary of War Stimson, General 
George ©. Marshall, Chief of Staff of the 
Army, discussed the military situation. 
He was followed by Maj. Gen. George V. 
Strong, who spoke about the “Strength of 
the Axis.” Brig. Gen. F. A. Armstrong, 
jr., had as his subject, “Strategic Bomb- 
ing: Germany.” 

Lt. Col. Emmett O’Donnell treated “Air 
Problems: Far East.” Brig. Gen. Laur- 
ence 8S. Kuter was called on to give a sum- 
mary on “Air War.” After a talk on 
“Logistics” by Maj. Gen. W. D. Styer, the 
landing in Sicily was described vivid!y by 
Lt. Col. E. B. Gallant, 1st Lt. Russell 
Felerski, Sgt. F. Christman, and Pfe. J. 
R. Oden. 

The discussions were repeated for 
members of the Senate on Thursday after- 
noon, 21 Oct. 


Exchange of Prisoners 


Under an agreement between the 
United States and Germany for the 
mutual repatriation of sick and wounded 
prisoners of war, four American officers 
and thirteen enlisted men in grades from 
first lieutenant to private who have been 
prisoners in Germany are now being re- 
patriated. They are at this time being 
embarked at Goteborg, Sweden, and will 
return to the United States by way of 
England. 

At the same time that the repatriation 
agreement between the United States and 
Germany was made, a similar agreement 
was also made between Great Britain and 
Germany for the repatriation of their sick 
and wounded. Both agreements provide 
for the mutual repatriation from both 
sides, regardless of their ranks or num- 
bers, of all seriously sick and seriously 
wounded prisoners of war who have been 
recommended by medical authorities. This 
follows the provisions of the Geneva Con- 
vention. Doctors, chaplains and enlisted 
medical personnel who are not needed for 
the care of their fellow prisoners are also 
entitled to repatriation under the agree- 
ments, in accordance with the provisions 
of the Red Cross Convention. 


The British and American prisoners of 
war who are being repatriated at this 
time are the first to be repatriated from 
Germany. It is expected that further re- 
patriation movements will be agreed upon 
from time to itme.

Medium and heavy bombers of the Tenth 
USAF struck at three important targets in 
Burma on 13 Oct. 

B-25 mediums attacked a ferry crossing at 
Myitnge, between Sagaing and Mandalay on 
the Irrawaddy River. Direct hits were made 
on a debarkation point and fires were started 
in a material dump. One of them was visible 
for 130 miles. At least ten direct hits were 
scored on the ferry terminal. 

B-24 heavy bombers blasted the Toungoo 
railroad yards, junction point on the main line 
from Rangoon to Mandalay. The bomb pat- 
tern blanketed the south part of the yards 
while the north received scatiered bursts. A 
large explosion was seen near a gasoline shed, 
demolishing half of it. 

Due west of Toungoo at the rail center and 
river port of Prome other formations scored 
several direct hits on warehouses and build- 
ings in the railroad yards and the adjacent 
area, 

From these operations all our aircraft and 
crews returned safely. 


16 October 

Bombers of the Tenth USAF dropped more 
than seventy-five tons of bombs in a series of 
attacks throughout Burma Thursday. 

Liberators struck at the yards of the Irra- 
waddy Flotilla Company in Rangoon, Bombs 
blanketed the target and crews reported ex- 
cellent results. Many fires were left burning 
and large explosions were observed in the 
northwest portion of the yards, resulting in 
heavy destruction. 

On leaving the target our formation was 
intercepted by twelve Japanese fighters. A 
battle lasting an hour followed and three en- 
emy aircraft were destroyed, three probably 
destroyed and four damaged. 

Other formations attacked the railway yards 
at Prome, causing a large explosion. Tracks 
were destroyed at the Kemmendine railway 
yards near Rangoon, and at Henzada. At 
Henzada, hits were also made in the storage 
area, resulting in many explosions followed 
by fires. 

Barracks at Kyaukpyu on Ramree Island 
were attacked, but clouds prevented a full as- 
sessment of the damage. 

On the same day Mitchells successfully at- 
tacked Thabeikyin, a ferry crossing of the 
Irrawaddy thirty miles north of Shwebo. 

Twelve to fifteen warehouses were destroyed 
by fires which were started. Other fires were 





left burning in the stores area in the north 
end of town. 

The dock area at Kyaukmyaung was hit re- 

atedly, resulting in heavy damage to build- 
ngs and boats. 

From these several operations one of our 
aircraft failed to return. 


17 October 
Mitchell bombers of the Tenth USAF at- 
tacked Neba Junction on the railroad between 
Mandalay and Myitkyina 15 Oct. Tracks and 
rolling stock were destroyed by direct hits, 
which resulted in two large explosions. 
Sugar mills at Htawgaw, 100 miles north of 
Bhamo, were heavily damaged by other for- 
mations. Numerous hits were made on the 
target and rolling stock on a siding. 
From these operations all of our aircraft 
crews returned safely. 
18 October 
Naba Junction again was the target of Mit- 
chell bombers of the Tenth USAF on Sunday. 
Weather prevented full assessment of dam- 


age. 

On Saturday Mitchells attacked enemy ship- 
ping at Katha on the Irrawaddy. Crews re- 
ported excellent results. Three boats, 200 feet 
long. received direct hits and six or eight 
smaller craft also were destroyed. 

Another formation dropped ten tons of ex- 
plosives on the landing ground at Bhamo, in 
northern Burma. Al] bombs fell in the target 
area and numerous hits were made on run- 
ways. Accurate observation of results was 
obscurred by clouds. 


19 October 

For the past few days aircraft of the Tenth 
USAF have ranged over northern Burma, de- 
stroying enemy supply points and bases, dis- 
rupting communications and denying the use 
of north Burma air hases to the enemy. 

Yesterday Mitchells struck the landing 
ground at Mvitkvina with excellent results. 
All bombs fell in the target area, and approxi- 
mately one-third of the runway was destroyed. 

Delayed reports of operations tell of addi- 
tional attacks on Naha Junction by Mitchells 
and Liberators on Sunday. More than forty 
tons of hombs were dropned, Direct hits re- 
suited in heavy destruction of trackage and 
rolling stock. Fires were started in other 
rolling stock, adjacent storage buildings were 
demolished, 

Mitchells and fighter-bombers were active 
in bombing and strafing attacks Saturday and 
Snndav. Three storage bnildings were strafed 
and left burning at Thetkevin, seventy-two 
miles northeast of Mandalay. 

Several direct hita were made on Jananese 
instolintions at Kamaing, forty-five miles east 
of Mvitkyina, and the area was thoroughly 
strafed. 

Tananese headquarters and a radio station 
at Snumprabum, eichtv-five miles north of 
Mvitkvina. were attacked on both days with 
unohserved resnits. 

From these operations three of our aircraft 
failed to return. 


FOURTEENTH USAF HQ., CHUNGKING 


15 October 

Mitchell bombers of the Fourteenth USAF 
on 13 Oct., again ranged over Japan's vital 
snpniv ronte around the China coast and at- 
tacked shipping. 

A 250-foot freichter was bombed with a di- 
rect hit amidshins causing a large internal 
explosion. The vessel sank immediately. 

Another 250-foot freighter 
with bombs exploding near the shin. Gun- 
hoats and sampans near the coast also were 
bombed. 

All Tnited States planes returned safely 
from this mission 

19 October 

Fighter-bombers of the Fourteenth AF on 
17 Oct. blasted Japanese troop concentrations 
and supply dumps at Luku, in the Salween 
River area. Bombs were put squarely in the 
target area and many casualties were inflicted 
on enemy personnel, 

The Japanese bombed three undefended 
auxiliary fields in East China.
